It  was  a  notable  day  in  the  fall  of  ’33  when  a  rather  nervous 
group  of  "freshies"  assembled  in  the  biology  room  for  their  first  day 
of  high  school’s  mysterious  depths.  In  that  class  of  41  papooses,  13 
were  from  Pleasant  Township  and  three  were  from  Aboite  Township.  At 
their  first  council-fire  these  "braves  and  squaws-to-be  chose  the 
pretty  maiden,  Wanda  Sweet,  as  their  chiefess.  l.'any  were  the  memor¬ 
able  events  of  that  year  under  the  leadership  of  the  former  Miss  Was- 
muth— now  Mrs.  Eugene  Cook.

The  science  room  was  the  scene  of  this 
second  meeting,  and  there  too,  happened  many  never-to-be-f or  gotten 
incidents . 

Fires  were  crackling'.  The  stjuav/s  were  preparing  for  the  return¬ 
ing  of  the  braves.  Yes,  they  cane  back  to  the  scene--but  in  the  as¬ 
sembly  this  time.  An  older  tribe,  many  of  whom  had  their  first  scalps 
hanging  at  their  belts.  Silently  filed  in  the  6  Crees  from  Pleasant 
and  the  tT,70  Chippewas  from  Aboite,  to  join  Lafayette’s  Pequots  and* 
form  the  jxmior  class  of  1935.  Juniors  met  for  their  tribal  electionV 
A  Cree  warrior,  Aloysius  Sorg,  v^as  chosen  as  their  chief.  The  sacred 
knife  for  carving  their  records  in  the  everlasting  oak,  was  presented 
to  Eleanor  Slater.  Mary  Ellen  Carpenter  was  given  the  duty  of  caring 
for  the  accumulating  wampum.  Ifr.  L.  A.  Warner,  medicine  man  of  jun¬ 
iors  past  and  to  come,  became  this  clan’s  prophet  and  advisor.  Most 
memorable  of  the  year  happenings  was  the  junior  play  and  the  reception 
at  which  they  were  given  the  solemn  bles-sing  of  their  elder  brothers 
as  they,  seniors  of  ’35  and  '36,  left  Lafayette's  beloved  portals. 

Time  marched  on'.  It  was  the  autumn  of  1936.  Across  the  plains, 
from  distant  villages  of  tepees  and  lodges  came  the  faint  but  ever- 
increasing  sound  of  drums.  The  steady  throbbing  continued  as  it  came 
nearer.  Soon  after,  swaying  head-dresses  of  brilliant  feathers  came 
into  view,  5  Crees  of  Pleasant.  From  the  north  two  Chippewas  came  to 
represent  their  hunting  grovind.  All  to  join  19  Pequot  braves  and 
squaws  in  their  last  meeting  before  stepping  into  that  deep  abyss  of 
the  future.  There  was  great  joy  as  the  redskin  brethren  met.  Seniors 
all  mot  this  time  on  the  east  side  of  Lafayette's  assembly  for  those 
annual  tribal  rites,  class  election.  That  vmrrior  of  basketball  , 
Richard  Good,  was  chosen  chief  of  all  those  present.  Paul  Black, 
another  brave  and  mighty  Pequot,  was  made  keeper  of  the  wampum;  and  as 
carver  of  records,  that  former  Cree,  chieftain  of  one  year  past,  Aloy- 


sius  Sorg,  was  chosen.  Next  the  grave  and  glorious  rodmen  met  their 
prophetess,  iirs.

Toward  the  end  of  the  meeting,  there  come  from  far-off  Ohio, 
an  attractive  maiden  to  Join  the  Pleasant  Crees,  and  to  become  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  that  final  covincil.  Among  those  not  to  return  was  Mary  Ellen 
Carpenter,  who  gave  up  the  last  meeting  to  become  Itrs.  Samuel  A. 
Kreigh. 

Y{h.o  among  those  belonging  to  this  tribe,  can  forget  his  or  her 
last  year  at  Lafayette?  None,— for  as  that  bright  svin  of  school  days 
disappears  in  the  distant  western  horizon,  as  the  last  long  .shadow  of 
the  familiar  lodge  is  swallowed  up  by  darkness,  the  tribe  turns  with 
serious,  but  eager  faces,  turns  to  meet  the  storms  of  grief  and  sor¬ 
row,  the  clouds  of  worry,  and  to  greet  the  beautiful  dawn  of  success 
and  happiness  that  is  sure  to  follow.

Under  the  supervision  of  Mrs.  Olivo  Teal  and  Eleanor  Slater,  the 
cditor-in-chcef ,  the  TRAImSCRIPT  has  published  by-monthly  the  cui'rent 
events  of  Lafayette  Central  and  the  items  of  interest  in  the  su3> 
rounding  community. 

The  students  have  arranged  all  of  the  pictoral  illustrations  and 
lettering  incidental  to  the  publishing  of  a  mimeographed  school  paper. 

The  advertising  staff  has  been  succossful  in  securing  advertise¬ 
ments  to  help  defray  the  expenses  of  the  paper  and  the  circulation 
staff  has  distributod  a  greater  number  of  papers  than  has  ever  boon 
circulated  in  the  history  of  the  TRi'dlSCRlPT. 


The  Lafayette  Central  varsity  debate  team  began  the  season  by 
entering  the  Northeastern  Indiana  Debate  League. 

The  affirmativo  team  participated  in  three  debates  and  scored 
victories  over  Ossian  end  La'^-.ro  but  failed  to  outwit  the  Elmhurst 
crew.  The  ne-ative  teem  also  participated  in  three  debates.  Being 
less  fortunate  than  the  affirmative,  they  scored  a  victory  over 
Huntington  and  lost  to  Central  and  to  Columbia  City. 

The  next  step  of  the  varsity  teams  was  to  enter  the  Invitational 
Debate  Tournament  which  was  hold  at  the  North  Side  High  School. 

The  affirmative  scored  victories  over  Knox  and  Elkhart  but  lost 
to  Logansport  and  Tippecanoe.  The  negative  team  won  over  Lagro  and 
Napanee  but  lost  to  Elkhart  and  Logansport. 

The  affirmative  term  won  over  Ossian  end  Elmhurst  in  practice 
debates.  The  negative  team  won  over  ElmJiurst  in  a  oractice  debate. 

To  finish  the  debate  season  the  teams  entered  Northern  "Indiana 
Debate  Tournament  and  won  oie  victory  out  of  the  four  debates;  the 
affirmative  won  over  Bluffton  and  lost  to  Huntington  Tovraship.  The 
negative  team  lost  to  North  Side  end  to  Huntington. 


The  Commerce  Club  was  organized  in  1936-1937  for  the  first  time 
under  the  supervision  of  Mrs.  Olive  Teal.  The  immediate  object  of  the 
Club  is  to  aid  in  financing  the  purchase  of  the  mimeograph  and  mimeo- 
scope  machines.  The  Club  also  fosters  in  high  school  the  advancement 
of  interest  in  business. 

The  membership  is  limited  to  high  school  students  who  are  taking 
some  commercial  subject:  typewriting,  boolckeeping,  shorthajid,  or 
journa,lisn. 

During  the  past  year  a  large  amount  of  special  work  has  been  done 
by  the  Club,  the  most  outstanding  of  which  is  "Leaves  of  Lafayette". 
The  Club  has  also  printed  the  program  for  the  Farmers'  Institute,  has 
made  tickets  for  the  Saint  Aloysius  Church,  and  has  made  booklets  for 
the  Pleasant  Township  Community  Club.  Besides  these  enterprises,  it 
has  printed  programs  and  tickets  for  the  junior  and  the  senior  class 
plays,  for  the  operetta,  for  baccalaureate,  and  for  commencement.
